DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9, drawn to drawn to a method for placing an embolic coil or a 
medical agent, classified in class 604, subclass 500. 

II. Claim 10, drawn to a balloon catheter, classified in class 604, and 
subclass 96.01. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process of using that product such as angioplasty. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I Is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as Indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with Michael Montgomery/Henry Collins on 
September 24, 2003 a provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the 
invention of Group I, claims 1-9. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant 
in replying to this Office action. Claim 10 is withdrawn from further consideration by the 
examiner, 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
any difference on reduced diameter as described in the specification on page 6 lines 12- 
14. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: it is not clear 
with respect to reference numerals " 22' " and " 22 - " what applicant intends to say on 
page 6 lines 12-14. Appropriate correction is required. 

Ciaim Objections 

7. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: there is two 
typographical errors of the same kind in the claim: patient=s. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

{b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed In the United States before the Invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
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granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed In the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 


9. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chien et 
al (US 6,527,790). 

Chien discloses a method for placing an embolic coil/medical agent at a location 
within an aneurysm as claimed. 


10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cragg et al, Kupiecki, Ressemann et al, Evans et al, Khairkhahan 
et al, Simpson, Jang et al, Donlon.
